2019 is the year San Francisco 
got serious about its residents’ mental 
health. It’s along overdue commitment, 
too. The city has cut tens of millions of 
dollars from its behavioral-health budget 
over the past 15 years, while the amount 
of homeless people on our streets has 
only risen. The resulting crises are strik- 
ingly evident: People have mental-health 
breaks in the middle of Market Street, 
turn to illegal substances to manage 
their issues, and find themselves ar- 
rested for both, needlessly filling up our 
jails. 

It’s a travesty that it’s been allowed 
to get this bad, but now — finally 
— politicians are stepping in and 
demanding we up our resources. On 
Tuesday, Supervisors Hillary Ronen 
and Matt Haney announced a No- 
vember ballot measure called Mental 
Health S.F., which would create univer- 
sal access for anyone to see a psychia- 
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trist or receive treatment. 

“It doesn’t matter how severe your 
mental-health or substance-use issue 
is. It doesn’t matter what insurance 
you have. If you need help we will pro- 
vide it,” Ronen says. 

Under the ballot measure, San 
Francisco would build a new Mental 
Health Service Center — most likely 
near Zuckerberg San Francisco General 
Hospital — that would offer drop-in 
services 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week. A new Office of Coordinated 
Care would loop all of the city’s dis- 
jointed mental health systems under 
one network, theoretically preventing 
people falling through the cracks. 

And existing mental-health programs 
would receive an influx of new fund- 
ing, to ensure they’re better able to 
meet demand. 

Assemblymember Phil Ting has 
pledged to dredge up money for the 
effort in Sacramento, but Ronen and 
Haney also plan to introduce a creative 
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tax: a 0.1 percent surcharge on local 
companies whose CEOs make more 
than 100 times the median income of 
their workers, a 0.2 percent surcharge 
on those who make 200 times more, 
and so on. Two-thirds of voters would 
need to approve this funding source in 
either November or March’s elections. 

The measure’s scale means the city 
will provide help at all levels, ideally 
before one’s psychological issues 
become so severe that they require 
less-voluntary forms of treatment, like 
locked institutions. Are you a stressed- 
out tech worker unfortunate enough 
to be relying on Kaiser’s pathetic 
mental-health resources? Do you have 
schizophrenia and need some help 
refilling your prescriptions because 
you re unhoused? If managed well, 
Mental Health S.F. could successfully 
treat individuals in either scenario, and 
everyone in between. 

It’s smart and long overdue, but 
also political. While no one mentioned 
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Senate Bill 1045 during Tuesday’s 
press conference, its presence hung 
over the proceedings. Drafted by state 
Senator Scott Wiener and led locally 
by Supervisor Rafael Mandelman, 

that proposal loosens restrictions for 
institutionalizing severely mentally ill 
people. In many ways, it’s everything 
Mental Health S.F. is not. Critics — of 
whom Ronen has been a vocal one — 
argue that SB 1045 doesn’t provide 
support for voluntary services or assist 
our existing underfunded and un- 
der-resourced programs. It scoops up 
those whom our current mental-health 
system has failed, and takes away their 
right to make decisions about their 
mental health care — for a year or 
longer. 

In contrast, Mental Health S.F. 
would offer a streamlined entry point 
into a system of mental healthcare 
as soon as someone identifies that 
they need help. Jennifer Friedenbach, 
executive director of the Coalition 
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on Homelessness, tells SF Weekly she 
thinks this ballot measure will be a 
more effective tool down the line. 
“This is an approach to truly address 
the needs of folks on the streets, as op- 
posed to 1045 being a very surface-lev- 
el measure that doesn’t dig down deep 
and address the root causes,” she says. 
“This is really about trying to fix it in 
the long run.” 

The Board of Supervisors will vote 
on SB 1045 during their June 4 meet- 
ing, and that’s where the political side 
will reveal itself. If the Supes vote it 
down, Mandelman and Mayor London 
Breed have pledged to take it to the 
November ballot, where it would sit 
alongside Mental Health S.F. The two 
aren't mutually exclusive, either. As 
written, there’s no poison pill provi- 
sion, so both could pass, but rumors 
are circulating that supervisors are on 
edge about putting decisions regarding 
the care for our city’s most severely 
mentally ill in the hands of voters. If 
that’s the case, SB 1045’s critics on 

the Board could swallow their pride 
and vote to pass it, with the hope that 
Mental Health S.F. would make the list 
of people who would be institutional- 
ized under the new conservatorship 
law shorter over time, by offering 
better care before their mental-health 
issues become so serious. 

The Mental Health S.F. ballot mea- 
sure also puts Breed in a difficult situ- 
ation once again, forcing her to choose 
whether or not to endorse a ballot 
measure that depends in part on the 
taxing of major corporations, whose 
interests she moved to protect during 
last year’s battle of Proposition C. The 
measure also leapfrogs over the efforts 
she’s made to remedy the city’s current 
system, such as the creation of a Direc- 
tor of Mental Health Reform. 

City Hall’s handling of San Francis- 
co’s mental health issues is messy right 
now, and will no doubt continue to 
be in the coming months as alliances 
are forged and politics play out. But 
five months into 2019, we are finally 
getting somewhere. If Mental Health 
S.F. passes and secures the funding it 
needs to be successful, it could be the 
boldest plan nationwide to address 
mental-health crises. 

“There’s been a lot of talk about how 
San Francisco has lost its progressive 
edge,” Ronen said Tuesday. “We're here 
to tell you, ‘We're still here.’ Mental 
Health S.F. is going to be the best and 
most progressive program in the coun- 
try. We have not lost our heart and 
soul, and we believe that everyone can 
live with dignity and wellness.”

Curb Your Congestion, Away from the Curb

The battle for curb space at San 
Francisco International Airport has be- 
come less intense after last summer’s 
tweaks to rideshare pickups, which sent 
passengers sharing rides from domestic 
terminals to the parking garage. But offi- 
cials say it’s not enough, and starting 
next week, they'll add domestic travelers 
taking a rideshare car by themselves to 
the same garage. 

Starting June 5, SFO will require 
rideshare companies like Uber, Lyft, 
and Wingz to pick up passengers com- 
ing from the domestic terminal not 
at the curb, but at the hourly parking 


garage. The goal is to divert 45 percent 
of traffic from Transportation Network 
Companies, or TNCs, away from the 
roadway. According to SFO spokes- 
person Doug Yakel, about 70,000 TNC 
cars arrive at the airport each day. 
This will add some extra time for 
travelers. For someone arriving on, 
say, American Airlines at Terminal 2, 
the change would mean going up an 
escalator to the passenger skybridge 
as if they were headed to AirTran, and 
then cutting over to the fifth floor of 
the central garage. They would then 
get queued and matched up with their 
driver in what officials say would bea 
three-minute wait, instead of craning 


their necks to find their drivers in a sea 
of cars. 

“We expect that this will actually 
make it easier for drivers and passen- 
gers to get paired up with one anoth- 
er, Yakel said. “We know it’s a change, 
but we think once everyone gets 
comfortable with the new location, 
it’s going to be easier for drivers to get 
matched.” 

Ride-share companies, on the oth- 
er hand, don’t want the change. Lyft 
and Uber say they expect it will hurt 
wheelchair access, disrupt drivers who 
dropped off passengers from imme- 
diately being rematched for a pickup 
(“rematching”), cause longer wait 
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times, and add congestion as more cars 
will be needed to meet demand. More 
cars also means more CO2 emissions, 
which Lyft has reduced by a third at 
SFO through rematching. 

“Uber shares SFO’s goal of reducing 
vehicle miles traveled in the terminal,” 
an Uber spokesperson tells SF Weekly. 
“We want to work with the airport 
to reduce curbside congestion while 
preserving convenience for riders and 
drivers. We are concerned that moving 
all ride-share pick-ups to the garage 
could actually increase congestion 
while inconveniencing riders and low- 
ering earnings for drivers.” 

Uber Pool, Express Pool, and Lyft 


shared rides were first relocated in 
summer 2018, and the companies 
added $3 discounts to individual riders 
who were picked up in the same spot in 
March. But that only diverted about 21 
percent of TNC traffic, Yakel said. 

SFO’s goal of moving 45 percent 
of TNC activity away from the curb is 
to bring the flow of traffic to about 15 
mph, up from an average of less than 
10 mph speeds. 

But some drivers are worried that 
it will just make the problem worse 
again. Rebecca Stack, a driver for 
both Uber and Lyft, recognized the 
improvement in congestion and felt it 
was more efficient to gather her pas- 
sengers in one spot. Another driver, 
Orlando Miles, feels it’s working better 
the way it is now. Drivers don’t want 
traffic as much as anybody — after all, 
they get paid the same set fare when 
caught in gridlock. 

“T thought that was a good com- 
promise,” Stack said of last summer’s 
pickup change. “Now I just feel like 
they’re taking the original problem and 
moving it to the top of the garage.” 

Further rule changes open drivers 
up to the risk of citations, with the 
concern that the next change will sim- 
ply shift traffic from one place to the 
other. 

Miles feels it’s working better the 
way it is now. He says he received a 
traffic citation in the fall but wasn’t 
aware of it until his license was sus- 
pended. Rather than contest it and 
lose out on time to earn money driv- 
ing, he paid the $1,200 ticket. 

“T really feel that the [change] is 
going to make traffic even more,’ Miles 
said. “Everyone’s going to be going the 
same way. 

Keeping the pickups dispersed 
would help prevent traffic and confu- 
sion, said Miles and Stack. SFO, how- 
ever, is sticking to the plan for now. 

The airport change is the final straw 
for Miles, who started driving four 
years ago but doesn’t want the lower 
wages that come with being considered 
an independent contractor. Earlier this 
month, Uber drivers went on strike in 
several cities, including San Francisco, 
and weeks later the company sent out 
a petition against the new SFO pickup 
procedures for drivers to sign. 

“The airport is not the major prob- 
lem, but it is a problem,” Miles says. 
“Tm not protesting on Uber’s behalf. 
It’s getting ridiculous.” 
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Cannabis 
Needs 
Womenin 
Power 


A report reveals that the 
industry is hiring women — but 
not as leaders. 


As the founder of a cannabis 
recruiting platform, Karson Humiston is 
used to the presence of pot in her daily 
life. For starters, cannabis is the com- 
mon ground she shares with her clients 
and investors as the CEO of Vangst. It’s 
also a ubiquitous presence in the news, 
the target of obscenely large investments 
from major corporate interests, and pos- 
sibly one of the most medically signifi- 
cant plants in the world. 

It is, simply put, a topic that no lon- 
ger qualifies as taboo — at least, not 
here in California. 

Recently, Humiston was attending 
a wedding in Upstate New York when 
she realized she might be living ina 
bubble. She was chatting with some 
guests — many of them friends from 
college — when the subject of their 
professional lives arose. She recalls 


how flabbergasted her friends became 

when she told them what she did fora 
living, and how the cannabis industry 

currently employs nearly 300,000 peo- 
ple across the U.S. 

“My friends were calling them ‘pick- 
ers, ” she laughs. “Like they thought 
they were all marijuana pickers. I had 
to try and explain to them that, within 
cultivation alone, there are horticul- 
turalists and botanists and trimmers 
and everything else.” 

This was a prudent reminder that 
the reality of legalized cannabis has yet 
to truly sink in across many pockets of 
the country. 

Here in California, it can be easy to 
forget that other regions of the U.S. 
still imagine the industry to be pop- 
ulated solely by small farmers. Some 
would undoubt- 
edly prefer 
those days, 
but the truth is 
that cannabis 
is currently one 
of the strongest 
creators of new 
jobs in the U.S. 

Legalization has 

also provided 

the opportunity 

for those in 

power to rede- 7 
fine hiring to 
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correct profound inequalities in work- 
force hierarchies. 

It also means the recent release of 
an industry report from Vangst is well- 
timed. Focused on statistics regarding 
the employment of women in the can- 
nabis industry, Vangst’s findings arrive 
at a prescient moment. The market is 
poised to explode should federal prohi- 
bition be lifted, but once that happens, 
it’s fair to question where diversity will 
rank as a priority for the billionaires 
sprinting in to grab a piece of the med- 
icated pie. 

Until then, however, there may still 
be time to shape the larger ethos of 
cannabis when it comes to best hiring 
practices and a more diverse work- 
force. According to Vangst, the indus- 
try 
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has already made some notable strides. 


In a survey of 166 cannabis busi- 
nesses located in 17 states, Vangst 
found that 38.5 percent of employees 
identified as female. In contrast, the 
technology industry sits at a paltry 
20 percent, while women account for 
nearly 70 percent of the education 
sector. Still, 38.5 percent is a decent 
start. The real problem has to do with 
the number of women in director and 
executive positions. Only 17.6 percent 
of all female-identifying cannabis em- 
ployees surveyed said they held a role 
at that level. 

“It’s a very small number,” Humis- 
ton notes. These companies “may be 
doing a good job at hiring women for 
mid-level and entry 
positions, but it 
doesn’t seem like 
there’s a lot of diver- 
sity at the top.” 

It should be 
noted that while 
Vangst’s report 

focuses exclusively 
on individuals who 
identify as female 
in the cannabis 
workforce, similar 
— if not far worse 
— numbers should 
be expected when 
it comes to persons 





























of color in leadership positions. A 
report focused on that subject would 
be of great value as well, but in the in- 
terim, the research compiled by Vangst 
allows for a better understanding of 
what’s happening within one facet of 
the workforce. 

Humiston hopes this data reminds 
those in power that there’s room for 
improvement. 

“If there’s no diversity at the top,” 
she says, “it’s going to be hard to have 
diversity throughout the rest of the 
organization.” 

By placing more women in lead- 
ership roles, Humiston suggests, the 
cannabis industry can communicate its 
commitment to equality at all levels. 
Redefining normal has long been a 
rallying cry of the legalization move- 
ment. Why not extend that ideology to 
demand a new normal when it comes 
to hiring practices and diversity at all 
levels of a company? 

“If every cannabis company pulls 
together,” Humiston says, “we have a 
chance to build one of the most inclu- 
sive industries in the world. In order 
to do that though, companies will have 
to prioritize diversity from Day One. 
They can’t just talk about it. They have 
todo it. 
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Understanding 
your lease 
agreement

This week’s question comes from a con- 
cerned parent in south Marin, who 
asks, 


Q: “My daughter and four roommates 
have lived in a two-bedroom apartment 
in San Francisco for the past two years. 
When they first moved in, they agreed 
with the landlord that they would be 
billed monthly for the water bill. It did 
not say so in the lease, however. As the 
year went on, they were never billed 
even though they asked him repeatedly 
for it via email. Now, two years later, he 
is demanding the racked-up $1,000+ 
water bill for August 2017 through July 
2018 to be paid with their rent check 
for June 1st. Is this legal? How should 
they handle this situation?” 


A: Dear Concerned Parent, It is difficult 
to answer this question without the 
benefit of reviewing the lease docu- 








ment. However, I will answer generally 
with my understanding drawn from 
seeing numerous lease agreements as 
both a renter and landlord. 


The rental of an apartment is a 
contractual arrangement, comprising 
a landlord’s offer to lease under spe- 
cific terms and a tenant’s acceptance 
of those terms. California Civil Code 
§ 1941.1(a)(3) dictates that the land- 
lord bears responsibility to render an 
apartment habitable by providing wa- 
ter facilities meeting specific regula- 
tory criteria. Generally, a lease agree- 
ment includes provisions pertaining 
to payment for utilities provided, so 
I would first suggest that you look at 
the lease to see what, if anything, it 
says about utilities and which party 
bears the expense for them. 


Next, you should look toward the 
end of the lease agreement to see if 
it has an “merger” or “integration” 
clause, which would look something 
like this: “This Agreement contains 
the entire agreement between the 
Parties to this Agreement and super- 
sedes any and all prior agreements, 
understandings, representations, 
and statements between the Parties, 
whether oral or written, and wheth- 
er by a Party or such Party’s legal 
counsel. The Parties are entering into 
this Agreement based solely on the 
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representations and warranties here- 
in and not based on any promises, 
representations, and/or warranties 
not found herein. No modification, 
waiver, amendment, discharge, or 
change of this Agreement shall be 
valid unless the same is in writing.” 
These types of clauses are standard 
in most contracts, including lease 
agreements, and indicate the parties’ 
agreement that the contract’s only 
enforceable provisions are those set 
forth within the “four corners” of the 
document, including any addendums 
or modifications signed by all con- 
tracting parties. 


Therefore, if your daughter’s lease 
agreement includes a merger clause 
and does not include any specific pro- 
vision for water payments, she can 
make a strong argument that any oral 
agreement to pay water bills, outside 
the four corners of the lease, is unen- 
forceable. 


If the lease document contains no 
merger clause, however, the landlord 
could argue that an oral contract ex- 
isted requiring the tenants to pay for 
water on a monthly basis and point 
to the roommates’ emails asking for 
the water bills to demonstrate the 
nature, existence, and/or terms of 
that contract. In this scenario, your 
daughter could still raise a “waiver 





of rights” defense to the landlord’s 
claim. Parties to a contract may waive 
certain contractual rights by not act- 
ing upon them. Here, your daughter 
could argue that her landlord, having 
not presented any monthly bills in 
the past two years, has waived any 
right to demand payment for that 
bill now. 


Your daughter could bolster this 
waiver argument by citing to Cali- 
fornia Civil Code § 1954.205, Bill for 
water service; calculation; inclusion 
of other lawful charges, which sets 
forth the law regarding landlords 
billing for water services. The follow- 
ing relevant parts would apply here: 
“(a) As part of the regular bill for 
water service, a landlord shall only 
bill a tenant for the following water 
service: (1) A charge for volumetric 
usage, which may be calculated in any 
the following ways: (A) The amount 
shall be calculated by first determin- 
ing the proportion of the tenant’s 
usage, as shown by the submeter, to 
the total usage as shown by the water 
purveyor’s billing. The dollar amount 
billed to the tenant for usage shall be 
in that same proportion to the dollar 
amount for usage shown by the water 
purveyor’s billing. .. . (a) Submeters 
shall be read within three days of the 
same point in each billing cycle. (b) 
Payments shall be due at the same 


point in each billing cycle.” If your 
daughter can show that her landlord 
failed to read the submeters (if any) 
regularly and provide the bill as re- 
quired, this evidence would further 
substantiate an argument that he 
waived his contractual right to de- 
mand payment of the water bills. 


[hope this helps you, your 
daughter, and her roommates. If the 
landlord doesn’t back down, I suggest 
that she consult the San Francisco 
Tenant’s Union for more advice at 
www-.sftu.org.

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Who JR Shot 


SFMOMA installs a gigantic public-art mural that’s the result of 1,200 interviews with San Franciscans of all stripes.

In the pantheon of globally im- 


portant street artists whose work has 
changed perceptions of entire peoples, 
the French artist JR is at the top. For 
most of the last two decades, in different 
cities around the world, JR has comman- 
deered buildings, railways, bridges — 
anything in the street or public realm 

— to showcase his photos and catch “the 
attention of people who are not typical 
museum visitors.” So when JR talked to 
SFMOMA about a new mural project 
that would be nestled inside the museum 
— specifically, in its ground-floor Rob- 
erts Family Gallery, which Richard 
Serra’s Sequence anchored until recently 
— the discussion hit a turning point af- 
ter JR learned the gallery is free to visit 
and welcomed everyone, including those 
who don’t ordinarily go to museums. 


JR’s digital project, an “animated 
mural” and “digital photo collage,” is 
unlike anything ever shown in a San 
Francisco art space — or any space, 
for that matter. In January-February 
2018, JR and his team drove around 
San Francisco in a specially equipped, 
53-foot trailer truck that functioned 
as a high-tech studio, interviewing 
1,200 people, including the homeless, 
young children, new moms, retirees, 
tech workers, waitresses, celebrities, 
athletes, activists, politicians, and vir- 
tually every profession and status type 
there is in the city. The Chronicles of 
San Francisco collages all 1,200 people 
into a series of seamlessly connected 
group scenes that’s a very long, single 
frame, and it makes it seem as though 
all 1,200 worked out exactly who went 
where, and who's facing whom.

team did 1,200 separate interviews, 
but through the magic of digital tech- 
nology, they populated each person 
into the rolling mural. That’s right: The 
Chronicles of San Francisco moves across 
its background of screens, and as it 
moves, many of the 1,200 people also 
move individually — whether it’s danc- 
ing, singing, swimming, kneeling, sip- 
ping a drink, protesting, or something 
else. Every area of the digital mural has 
a theme that’s apparent when visitors 
use the gallery’s iPad kiosks, which let 
every person in the mural — all 1,200 
— give their thoughts on whatever 
they thought was important. Visitors 
just click on the person’s image to hear 
their words. 

“What I’m showing you has never 
been seen before,” JR, wearing his 
trademark hat and sunglasses, said 
at last week’s media unveiling of The 


Chronicles of San Francisco. “What 
you re looking at is a moving mural 

— it’s actually what I wish I could see 
when I see a painting at the Louvre 
and when I see Diego Rivera's work in 
San Francisco. I wish I could tap on the 
shoulder of every single person and 
hear their story.” 

One area of the mural has a cluster 
of people related to homelessness, in- 
cluding a native San Franciscan in his 
20s named Zachary Green, who sleeps 
on the street after getting evicted. Jeff 
Kositsky, director of San Francisco’s 
Department of Homeless and Support- 
ive Housing, and Salvatore Cordileone, 
who’s San Francisco’s Catholic Arch- 
bishop, are also present. At the top of 
another cluster is Warriors forward 
Draymond Green, who throws a bas- 
ketball into the air — which is then 
caught in another cluster by a young 
girl named Fatima who lives in the 
Bayview. 

“My big dream,” she says in the 
mural, “is for me to become the first 
female president, because I'd like to 
make a difference, and build like home- 
less shelters for people on the streets.” 
Fatima never met Draymond Green in 
real life. And Zachary Green may never 
have met Jeff Kositsky, either, but in 
JR’s mural, they do, and we meet them 
and hear their stories. The Chronicles of 
San Francisco, JR says, is designed for 
art-goers to meet each other at the ki- 
osks, and to meet some of the mural’s 
1,200 people in person since they'll 
also be visiting SFMOMA’s gallery. 

“We have all these [kiosks] with no 
headphones, so you have to listen with 
other people,” JR said. “We could have 
put 30 screens so more people could 
listen, but we put only a few so that 
you have to sit with someone else.” 

In other words, The Chronicles of San 
Francisco was born of a utopianism and 
an idealism that used to be San Fran- 
cisco’s trademark, but which has been 
lost, many critics say, with the influx 
of high-tech salaries, still-skyrocketing 
real-estate values, and a marauding 
gentrification that is displacing artists, 
low-end workers, and people who 
could once easily afford to live here. 
(Among the mural’s major supporters 
are Marc Benioff, Salesforce’s founder 
and CEO, and his wife, Lynn, who have 
given millions to combat homeless- 
ness. It was Benioff, a friend of JR’s, 
who called SFMOMA director Neal 
Benezra about hosting the mural.) 

In its timeless, black-and-white 
photographic tones, The Chronicles of 
San Francisco shows that San Francisco 
remains a community of disparate peo- 


ple, JR says. (That he is French adds 
another wrinkle to the title, because 
Les Chroniques de San Francisco is the 
translated title of Armistead Maupin’s 
Tales of the City.) 

JR’s previous public art projects 
have humanized residents in the poor- 
est parts of Paris’ outskirts, celebrated 
women in a Rio de Janeiro favela that 
most Brazilians shun, and put giant 
photos of Israelis and Palestinians next 
to each other — laughing, at times — 
on both sides of Israel’s controversial 
separation wall. Now living in New 
York, JR has also made celebrated 
films, including the Oscar-nominat- 
ed Faces Places with Agnes Varda, in 
which both artists travel around rural 
France in JR’s truck to meet people, 
take their photos, and post them pub- 
licly. 

In San Francisco, the process of 
doing 1,200 interviews and integrating 
each one into an interactive digital 
work that matched everyone’s body 
position was, JR joked, “a fucking 
nightmare” that forced him to “re- 
member the movement of every single 
person” and make thousands of other 
decisions. But, he says, the nightmare 
was worth it because, “When people 
see themselves in the museum, they 
think they exist — that they’re part of 
the city, they’re part of the community. 
That’s something that the streets don’t 
necessarily give you.” 

Mexican muralist Diego Rivera was 
a deep inspiration for the project, JR 
said. In the mid-1900s, Rivera painted 
murals throughout the city, helped in 
that work by SFMOMA. The Chronicles 
of San Francisco will remain in place for 
a year — until it’s replaced in fall 2020 
by a Rivera mural called Pan American 
Unity, which coincides with a major 
SFMOMA exhibition on Rivera. The 
connection between JR and Rivera — 
and between JR and San Francisco — 
is personal, the French artist said, after 
witnessing all sides of San Francisco, 
including people injecting themselves 
with drugs. 

“I got every perspective of people. 
And if you look at this mural, no one is 
more important. Draymond Green is 
not more important than the person 
who’s looking at his computer down 
there,” JR said, pointing to that part of 
his digital mural. “Everyone is in the 
same light. Everyone is represented by 
the same size.” 
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A Man in a Suit in Action 


Satirist Donald lan McCaw returns to Heron Arts for a performance tied to his newest product launch inthe 


‘text-based art space.’

The downfall of Tumblr affected 
more than just fans of naughty mate- 
rial. The now-defunct LiarTownUSA 
was graphic designer Sean Tejaratchi’s 
consistently brilliant and bizarre com- 
pendium of fake Harlequin romance 
covers, absurdist supermarket circu- 
lars, and eerily plausible recommenda- 
tions for fictitious films to stream. But 
the best — and certainly the most 
best-known — component was the So- 
cial Justice Kittens, a wall calendar of 
adorable wide-eyed furbabies cap- 
tioned with over-the-top griev- 
ance-culture morsels like “Facts’ let 
the oppressors decide the acceptable 
boundaries of discourse” or “This isn’t 
me being mean, this is you silencing 
me for decades.” 

Slyer-than-sly satirist Donald Ian 
McCaw’s newest project, WORDS 
WORDS WORDS, comes at a very 
similar point from another com- 
pletely warped angle. The self-styled 
CEO of one “Mbra Fabrications,” 
McCaw is a Toronto artist who made 
a stop at Heron Arts last weekend 
for a Q&A on his 20 word paintings 
— err, wall-mounted commodities 
in the text-based space — along with 
one Ian O’Dowd, founder of “Un- 
Bartlett’s Quotations.” 

Pairing quotes with ugly MLA 
citations, some of the works have 
self-evidently ridiculous aphorisms 
like “Nothing draws a crowd like 
self-immolation,’ supposedly taken 
from a text called My Art Will Go On: 
The Role of Cultural Expression in 20th 
Century Nationalist Movements. Some 
have a creepy, They Live-esque tone, 
like “Don’t forget to forget.” Others 
are more gnomic, like “Pretext Is 
Everything.” 

WORDS WORDS WORDS is in 
some debt to Jenny Holzer and Bar- 
bara Kruger, only with a pointed sort 
of anomie — and the target isn’t 
necessarily the reactionary right. 
The entire thing is one big zinger 
aimed at the bland devitalization 
of the art market as it falls further 
and further under the sway of man- 
agement-speak, and it’s as subtle 
as it is brilliant. McCaw, dressed in 
a suit-and-tie and looking every bit 
the dutiful company man, parried 
questions with an almost alarming 
smoothness. 

Art is “the most insanely lucrative 
business model in the history of 
business models,’ McCaw said at one 
point. “How can someone like me 


who can’t draw and can’t paint take 
advantage of this opportunity?” 

He “met” O’Dowd when he 
received a Google Alert that Un- 
Bartlett’s had included a remark of 
his: “I know art is supposed to bea 
window to the soul, but how do you 
tell someone their soul isn’t exactly 
the best feature?” Thus a creative 
synergy was born, the embodiment 
of Mba Fabrications’ motto, “A Man 
in a Suit, in Action.” 

While the audience was savvy 
enough to get it and play along, it’s 
still an impressive high-wire act. SF 
Weekly attended McCaw’s 2017 show 
at Heron Arts, “ARTPAK,” where the 
C-suite denizen also spoke so fluidly 
that you could almost believe that 
that painting-and-performance piece 
was real, and that the venue had 
been hijacked by an unctuously soul- 
less execu-Canadian. 

It might seem as though McCaw 
is attacking affluent people with 
middlebrow taste, but that’s not 
necessarily the case, either. “Authen- 
ticity is the finest of the capitalist 
virtues” is more of a jab at the online 
left. He’s a genial provocateur — or 
would be, maybe, if that word hadn't 
become the descriptor of choice for 
bad-faith charlatans. 

The show’s title is taken from 
an interchange in Act II of Hamlet 
between Polonius and the titular 
prince. The former asks the latter 
what he’s reading, setting off a se- 
ries of smartmouth replies in which 
the imprudent Hamlet runs circles 
around the gasbag royal adviser. But 
Mba Fabrications’ use of words as 
algorithmic and practically mean- 
ingless vehicles for the optimization 
of sales has little to do with the 
famously indecisive Hamlet’s psy- 
chological perturbations. McCaw is 
openly suspicious of emotion or feel- 
ing; for him, contentlessness is king. 

The candid love of money as a 
“great clarifier” — McCaw’s words 
— recalls another exhibit that’s run- 
ning elsewhere in SoMa, “Andy War- 
hol — From A to B and Back Again” 
at SFMOMA. Warhol's fascination 
with money, both in terms of acquir- 
ing it outright and with its alchemi- 
cal powers of cultural transmutation, 
is a lodestar here, and the same 
appreciation for colorful banality 
breathes life into WORDS WORDS 
WORDS. We got a bit more of a peek 
into Mba Fabrications, too. In his re- 
marks, McCaw said that everything 
is ultimately painted by hand even as

the “company” uses unskilled labor- 
ers and managers — not artists — to 
bring its products to market. But 
isn’t such a corporate structure in 
conflict with the need to be agile and 
nimble in today’s globalized land- 
scape? What about freelancers? 

“It’s hard, because our perma- 
nent staff is probably 25 people, so 
that’s heavily management,’ McCaw 
admitted. “But we ramp up with on- 
calls when we get a big hotel order. 
Especially in Asia, where hotels are 
moving more toward original stuff 
and away from what gave bad hotel 
art its name. When we get a big or- 
der for 450 paintings, we’ve got 100 
people in the factory.” 

No one disputes that text-based 
art’s inexpensive raw materials — 
canvas, paint, a few scraps of wood, 
a quotation lifted without any 
requirement to pay its speaker roy- 
alties — can yield fabulous returns, 
especially at resale. But what if the 
trend withers? Can Mba Fabrications 
pivot back to, say, sailboats or pretty 
cottages in the English countryside? 
No, McCaw says. 

“Our core business of aman ina 
suit in action was really a product of 
our earliest research,” he adds. “It is 





potent and it transcends time. If 
you look at Velazquez’s portrait of 
Philip IV, that’s a man in a military 
costume in action astride a horse 
or whatever. It’s a very eternal im- 
age, and we don't think that’s go- 
ing to change until humans evolve 
in a completely different direction. 
This isn’t just an experiment.” 

It is and it isn’t, because clearly 
Mba’s trend forecasters have been 
working overtime (even if they 
maybe aren't getting paid over- 
time). Perhaps the cleverest paint- 
ing in WORDS WORDS WORDS 
reads “Give Impotence a Chance,” 
supposedly taken from a book on 
Cato by diarist Anais Nin. It’s blue- 
on-blue, the exact color of a Viagra 
pill. Check your spam folder if you 
don’t think there’s money to be 
made in that.

Woodstock: Three Days That Defined a 
Generation 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
It’s debatable whether a four-day event in 
August of 1969 attended by approximately 
400,000 people can define a generation 
which numbers over 75 million people in the 
United States alone, but Barak Goodman’s 
documentary Woodstock: Three Days That 
Defined a Generation prints the legend right 
there in its mathematically dubious title. 
With its brisk, 95-minute running time, it’s 
necessarily a CliffNotes take on the event, and 
Goodman’s emphasis is the not-unremarkable 
fact that the ginormous, rain-soaked 
clusterfuck was pulled off without any deaths 
or outbreaks of violence. Granted, a brief shot 
of a “Woodstock Medical Log” lists “Abortion, 
Incomplete and Complete: 8” and “Abortions, 
Threatened: 12,” but like the old axiom says, 
a dozen threatened abortions is the price of 
an ephemeral utopia. As for the generation it 
supposedly defined, the one that now gives 
Millennials shit for wanting safe spaces and 
accuses them of expecting everything for 
free? We hear Woodstock described as “this 
shining place that you could go to and feel like 
you weren't a misfit,” and which represented 
“the freedom of being able to be who you 
were’ — and all this about an event where 
half the attendees arrived expecting to get 
in without paying. Turns out Woodstock was 
four days that defined a generation as a bunch 


of fucking snowflakes. (No homo!) Sherilyn

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Commons Club Is Not 


That Common 


The Virgin Hotels San Francisco that opened with such fanfare has plenty of substance behind it, too.

I still can’t decide if art cars 
jumped the shark forever or if it was sim- 
ply a really good time with a really good 
raw bar, but last Thursday’s formal open- 
ing to Virgin Hotels San Francisco was 
about as splashy as events in San Fran- 
cisco ever get. Billionaire founder Sir 
Richard Branson (and several look- 
alikes) arrived sporting a grin that would 
put Joe Biden’s to shame, and while he 
disappeared with the other V.V.I.P.s be- 
hind a velvet rope that only the wearers 
of a particular wristband could pene- 
trate, everybody else kept partying for 
hours. One thing you learn about these 
sorts of things is that there’s always an- 
other echelon above you, if not more. 
But the dust has settled, and SoMa 
now has a large-scale boutique hotel 
that feels very West Hollywood in its 
overall level of glamour. It has sev- 
eral spots to eat and drink, from the 
12th-floor bar with views of SoMa 
and Downtown called Everdene to the 
louche, comparatively secluded Shag 
Room to the bar-and-restaurant Com- 
mons Club to a cafe called the Funny 
Library Coffee Shop. Everdene is a ref- 
erence to Bathsheba Everdene, a femi- 
nist heroine from Thomas Hardy’s Far 
From the Madding Crowd — I was an 
English major, and I never read it, ei- 
ther — and if 4,000 square feet of mar- 
ble-lined cocktails from Trick Dog alum 
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Tommy Quimby sounds like your jam, 
youre certain to love it. Charmaine’s 
in the Proper Hotel on Market Street 
has the superior view, but Everdene’s 
nails the indoor-outdoor vibe that 
makes clinking glasses 120 feet above 
street level so sexy. Four large-format 
“garden party” cocktails clock it at 
$100 each, but even the less exalted 
drinks betray a waggish sense of fun. 
Try Her Majesty’s Pleasure, a mix of te- 
quila, mint, and lime, spring-ified with 
cucumber and snap peas. We know the 
Queen prefers Dubonnet, but even she 
could be tempted. 

With rivets and a lot of black metal, 
the bar at Commons Club has more of 
a steampunk vibe — more Tom Hardy 
than Thomas Hardy, certainly — and 
its rear wall has a truly unusual mural 
that looks as though J.J. Abrams’ bad 
robot is daydreaming on the grass. I 
kept expecting the food to be absurdly 
opulent, but Chef Adrian Garcia stays 
admirably grounded. Say this for him: 
The man is unafraid of butter. The 
menu is very similar to The Vault, Hi 
Neighbor’s subterranean wine cavern 
under 555 California St., with duck, 
lamb rillettes, and Parker House rolls 
all over — but all of those crowd-pleas- 
ers are great, so no one should kvetch 
too hard about it. 

As with Everdene’s party-like-a- 
rock-star atmosphere, if you don’t 
want to hear a DJ spin Todd Terje 
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Lamb rillettes 
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while you eat, you may want to come 
in for lunch or an off-hour, and dinner 
tends to draw a cosmopolitan crowd. 
With a handful of Garcia’s small bites 
available at Everdene and a separate 
cocktail list at Commons Club, Virgin 
prudently kept the identities separate. 

Among the small plates, the whole 
smelt in the little fish fries require only 
a drop of lemon to brighten the bat- 
ter, while the foam on the fava-laden 
ricotta gnudi had no influence on their 
buttery texture or the equally buttery 
morels within. A bowl of Dungeness 
crab — more favas, yet more foam — 
with peas and beguiling shimeji mush- 
rooms was better and more rounded, 
and it’s fantastic to know we have two 
more months left in crab season. For 
dessert, a coffee-inflected blackout 
cake is the way to go. 

At your table, the check might come 
in a weathered Episcopal Book of Com- 
mon Prayer; at the bar, it’s an over- 
sized wooden clip. And while that bar 
has the metal-wire bowl of citrus next 
to the cruets of bitters and shrubs plus 
the requisite library ladder to reach 
that upper row of spirits, it honestly 
does not feel as though it’s repackag- 
ing everything that came before. It’s a 
fun place to sit by day and order steak 
frites and sneak a drink before return- 
ing upstairs or wherever you came 
from, because this simply doesn’t feel 
like SoMa. 


That sense of foreignness has a 
downside, though. A few things about 
Virgin feel fundamentally contrary 
to the spirit of San Francisco, even 
the ruthlessly hyper-capitalist San 
Francisco that’s causing such internet 
agita lately. For instance, what is with 
the concept of “No, you can’t use this 
door, you have to use that door?” Is 
there anyone on Earth who isn’t at 
least slightly put off by being denied 
entrance to a space and redirected 
around the corner to a different door 
that essentially opens on to the same 
space? Does anyone who’s truly a good 
person inside like to see security shoo 
other people away from using a door? 
Exquisitely class-conscious London has 
no problem with that kind of thing, 
but this is (or was and still ought to be) 
a more egalitarian city. 

The weak link is Funny Library, 
which feels like more like a staged 
trend dump than a functioning cafe. 
All the design elements that feel uni- 
fied at Commons Club come off like 
an upscale and extremely au courant 
Spencer Gifts. While the hotel’s other 
culinary arms don't necessarily need 
a San Francisco connection front and 
center, this one should have done so 
simply by virtue of its sidewalk-facing 
location. They’re really pushing the 
connection to Laughing Man Coffee, 
Hugh Jackman’s Keurig subsidiary, via 
bland quotes about how it benefits cof- 
fee growers. (He’s a great actor, sure, 
but does this branding partnership 
actually excite anyone?) Worst of all, 
Funny Library is patently overpriced, 
with a cup of cold brew whose flavor 
profile might best be described as 
“non-threatening” going for a stunning 
$6.19 before you leave your tip. Its cup 
and lid are compostable, but the straw, 
of course, is not. 

So get your a.m. caffeine fix else- 
where and come to the hotel’s other 
components to lay down some calories 
in your system before a raucous eve- 
ning. Because this is not a Virgin who 
can't drive.

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Go Eat This Now: 
Cafe Hana’s 
Takoyaki

Japantown has tons of fun shops 
and dollar stores like Daiso, amazing gro- 
cery shopping at markets like Super Mira 
and Nijiya, and sunny Japantown Peace 
Plaza a few blocks from the magnificent 
Cathedral of Saint Mary of the Assump- 
tion. But what I truly love about Japan- 
town is the food, the stuff you can’t find 
anywhere else. I’m looking for fresh, 
homemade onigiri. I want hot mackerel 
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katsu and dried sesame anchovies. But 
when I’m really feeling naughty, I go for 
one thing and one thing only: takoyaki. 
Takoyaki is a fried ball of wheat 
flour batter that is stuffed with diced 
or minced octopus. After the golf ball- 
sized orbs are crisped to perfection in 
a specially molded frying pan, they’re 
then topped with a dark, sweet sauce, 
creamy Kewpie mayo, scallion rings, 
and finally bonito flakes that wiggle 
and writhe atop the steaming dump- 
lings. They remind me of some kind of 
Japanese version of a carnival treat, 
like a funnel cake or blooming onion. 
Takoyaki is fried and doused in sauce 
— and it’s deliciously decadent. 
Luckily, I know exactly where to 
find these little buggers, at Cafe Hana, 
in the food court right inside Japan 
Center West. Cafe Hana serves coffee 
and cakes as well as boba and mochiy, 
but for $5 you can get six hot takoya- 
ki served in a little paper boat. The 
crunchy skin of the batter encases a 
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soft doughy interior while little bouncy 
octopus bits arrive with each bite. The 
flavors of the sweet sauces, snappy 
green onions, and briny bonito flakes 
surrounding the takoyaki bring di- 
mensions of flavor that turn this fried 
snack into an elegant treat. 

Street food comes in many forms 
these days. It’s another style of cuisine 
that we have, once again, reshaped into 
a phenomenon. Food trucks and pop- 
ups have created an access to street 
food all over San Francisco, but in few 
places does it still feel so authentic. 
Cafe Hana is one of them.

Michelin 
Announces 
72 NorCal Bib 
Gourmand 
Winners

Because it’s a subsidiary of a 
French tire manufacturer, the Michelin 
star system theoretically works like this: 
one star for places that are good stopping 
at if you drive by them, two stars for 
restaurants that are worth a detour, and 
three stars for those that are worthy of a 
destination in their own right. 

Of course, restaurants with even 
one Michelin star aren’t exactly every- 
day affairs — nor are they found on 
any two-lane byway, particularly out- 
side of France. So they publish the Bib 


Gourmand ratings, which are awarded 
to quality restaurants that represent 
a good value, specifically two courses 
plus a glass of wine or a dessert, all for 
under $40. Six months earlier than 
usual, Michelin has announced 151 Bib 
Gourmand winners for 2020, of which 
72 are in Northern California. 
There are several new names. The 
only San Francisco additions to the 
list are both Chinese restaurants 
— Harborview in the Embarcadero 
Center and Z&Y Bistro in Chinatown 
— but the roster is worth scrutinizing 
because any eatery listed on it is by 
definition ineligible for a Michelin star. 
Atelier Crenn’s elevation to three Mi- 
chelin stars for the 2019 guide means 
the most conspicuous slight in the city 
is now the baffling refusal to recognize 
George Chen’s Eight Tables — if not 
the larger China Live on top of which it 
sits. So we can reasonably deduce that 
Eight Tables is getting at least one star 
for 2020. 
Only five restaurants fell off the 
list this year, like Chapeau!, Yuzuki, 
and Napa’s Two Birds/One Stone — 
although again, this could indicate a 
downgrade or an upgrade to a proper 
star. Hong Kong Lounge II is also off 
because of a destructive fire, and SHED 
Cafe in Healdsburg closed. 
Additionally, for next year, Michelin 
will cease publishing a guide for Wine 
Country and the Bay Area, folding it 
into a larger California edition with 
increased attention paid to L.A. and 
other cities, notably Sacramento.

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Almost two years after the 
23-year-old Zapata Mexican Grill in the 
Castro closed following a mystifying and 
protracted battle with its landlord, the 
still-vacant space keeps raising hackles. 
Why? Because the sign in the window 
advertises it as great for a taqueria — 
like the one that was unceremoniously 
dumped in 2017. 

The battle over the fate of the Elbo 
Room and the condos that were to 
replace it was harrowing and strangely 
long, although nowhere near as infu- 
riating as the Zapata saga. (Bay Area 
writer Emma Silvers once tweeted 
something to the effect that the Elbo 
Room had a tendency to outlive the 
publications that had chronicled its 
supposedly imminent demise.) And 
now it’s back, as the Valencia Room 
with a spiffy blue-neon sign advertis- 
ing it as such. 

Saturday night’s soft open was a 
tad crowded, so SF Weekly stopped in 
on Sunday afternoon to snoop around, 
and we can report that the changes 
downstairs are mostly cosmetic, if in- 
crementally more upscale. The pew-like 
benches and pinball zone remain in- 
tact, the beer selection passes muster, 
and the cash-only policy is kaput. (The 
cocktail menu is still in beta mode.) 
Upstairs, the venue half of the space 
looks quite different, with relocated 
restrooms and a couch-filled area with 
a VIP-ish vibe that one of the owners 
confessed she was skeptical about. She 
dislikes bottle service, she said. Sepa- 
rating people doesn’t make a night feel 
like a party. Time will tell if they hold 
the line on that. 

Feelings are understandably ve- 
hement about change of any kind in 
the Mission, so people are grumbling 
about the new sign, the velvet rop- 
iness, and about what in hindsight 
appears to be the pointlessness of this 
whole fracas. But the Valencia Room’s 
new owner-operators navigated that 
tricky path well, wisely choosing not to 
render the joint unrecognizable. 

Now, can Lucky 13 win a similar 
reprieve? PLK

A h-Plus Plus

San Francisco may have Third 
Eye Blind, but Oakland has 3rd Eye Vi- 
sion. The 1998 debut full-length by un- 
derground East Bay hip-hop collective 
Hieroglyphics spawned a number of 
compilations as the sprawling group of 
rappers led by Del the Funky Homosa- 
pien grew in stature — and starting in 
2012, it led to the first Hiero Day, an out- 
door music festival that has managed to 
remain affordable. 

It’s basically an occasion for Oak- 
land to celebrate Oakland, something 
the city made more or less official a 
few years later through a proclamation 
by then-Mayor Jean Quan. Sept. 3, 
chosen because its date (9/3) match- 
es the song “93 ’Til Infinity” by the 
Hiero sub-crew Souls of Mischief, is 
extra-convenient because it takes place 
on or around a holiday weekend when 
the weather is likely to be good. 

Hence, a giant street party for the 
people which sort of engulfed any com- 
peting Labor Day barbecues. Throwing 
together a mix of rising local talent 
and established names — Hiero Day 
2017 got Anderson .Paak, who subse- 
quently blew up and won a Grammy 
— the daytime festival has resisted 
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commercialization to an admirable 
extent. And this Saturday, June 1, the 
Hiero crew will attempt to replicate its 
success at night with Hiero After Dark, 
a party with three stages at the Mid- 
way in San Francisco. 

“We wanted to do something slight- 
ly different, because we don’t want 
to take away from Hiero Day at all,” 
Hieroglyphics member Pep Love tells 
SF Weekly. “This is what we hope to be 
an expansion.” 

Calling the decision to keep Hiero 
Day ticket prices accessible to everyone 
a “hard choice to make at times,” Pep 
notes that the higher prices for Hiero 
After Dark stem from the fact that it’s 
in a proper venue and the immense 
talent they’ve booked, including Cale- 
borate, A-1, and Mikos da Gawd, with 
headliners EARTHGANG and Doja 
Cat. That curatorial prowess is just one 
reason that such a sprawling group — 
whose 2013 effort The Kitchen remains 
the only record they’ve put out since 
2003’s Full Circle — can occupy such 
a beloved place in Oakland’s cultural 
consciousness. 

And that consciousness is on the 
heightened end of things. Hiero- 
glyphics’ famous insignia, a face with 
three eyes that Del created way back 
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when, has taken on a life of its own. 

In addition to representing harmonic 
resonance, it’s also the Mayan symbol 
for the number eight, which in Arabic 
numerals is an infinity symbol flipped 
on its side — and like the post horn in 
The Crying of Lot 49, it shows up in un- 
usual places. The insignia has been in 
comic books, Method Man videos, and 
faraway countries. 

“T wasn’t there to see it present, 
but someone sent a picture from Iraq 
during the Iraq War,” fellow collective 
member A-Plus says. “Someone carved 
it on a rock. A soldier took a picture of 
it and somehow it got passed around. I 
thought it was pretty trippy.” 

“That’s heavy,’ Pep Love adds. 

In addition to big names like Ander- 
soon .Paak, Hiero Day notably worked 
with Pam the Funkstress, a member of 
Oakland’s hip-hop duo The Coup who 
functioned as Prince’s personal DJ in 
the months before his death in 2016. 
She died at 51 of complications from 
an organ transplant the following year. 

“She'd been involved in a bunch of 
Hiero Days since early on,” A-Plus says. 
“She was kind of a standout person 
who'd performed there as well as been 
aD," 

While Hiero After Dark is distinctly

Del’s show, A-Plus and Pep Love hint 
that they “might jump up on stage and 
surprise somebody.” 

“We're going to have some special 
features cooked up,’ Pep says. “The 
Midway has got some cool stuff inside 
of it. They have [Envelop SF], to experi- 
ence some surround-sound with speak- 
ers and state-of-the-art shit. I think it’s 
the Nina Simone tributes that they do, 
and Stevie Wonder — they have an ex- 
perience inside the room where people 
just go and listen to a whole night of 
one artist’s music and get immersed. 

And there’s the possibility of a re- 
cord full of new material. 

“Tm sitting in the studio right now 
trying to make a new beat,” Pep adds. 
“There’s always a chance for another 
Hieroglyphics album, but we got other 
stuff that we do. I’m dropping singles 
all the time.” A-Plus just came out with 
a project with Sunspot Jonz called 
Stoney Hawk. There’s lots of stuff com- 
ing out.”

A wandering and creative spirit at heart, Mattiel Brown is 
a designer and illustrator turned rock star who’s already 
a staple in Atlanta’s underground, and who looks to win 
over more listeners with her sun-drenched, psychedelic- 
tinged style of rock ’n’ roll. Brown grew up in rural 
Georgia, taking up an array of hobbies and falling in love 
with music through her mother’s small record collection, 
which included 1960s folk-rock like Peter, Paul, & Mary. 
After moving to Atlanta for work, Brown found herself 
singing along to Andre 3000 and Jack White on her 
tiresome commutes, something that gave her the idea 

to approach music seriously. Teaming up with musicians 
Randy Michael and Jonah Swilley to round out her new 
band, Mattiel, 2017 saw the release of the band’s self- 
titled debut, an unexpectedly soulful and gritty rock 
album that captures the boisterous and carefree spirit of 
60s garage rock without sounding derivative, as Brown 
audibly and visually keeps her creative palette modern.
